IOUX CITY (lowa) Dec. 23.—A 

fire which resulted in the death 

of one man, a monetary loss 
roughly estimated at two million dol- 
lars, and the destruction of nearly 
two whole blocks of property, started 
in the basement of the Pelletier de- 
partment store, in the Toy block, «a 
six-story stone building at Fourth 
and Jackson streets, at 8 o'clock to 
night. The district burned over lies 
in the center of the business portion 
of the city, and among the buildings 
were several of the most substantial 
structures in the city. In these 
buildings were located a large num- 
ber of large stores and several whole- 
sale establishments and three national 
banks. The fire started in the base- 
ment of the store, but its origin is in 
doubt. : 

A large number of Christmas shop- 
pers crowded the Pelletier and other 
stores, and it was with difficulty that 
all managed to escape from the burn- 
ing building. The flames enveloped 
much of the building before the fire 
department arrived, and was quite be- 
yond control. For three hours and a 
half, until they had gotten beyond 
range of the large buildings, the 
flames carried everything in their 
path. Both telegraph companies 
were put out of business by reason of 
their wires all being burned out, and 
the office of the Western Union was 
destroyed. Although a great num- 
ber of telephone circuits were within 
the district, long-distance circults

GOV. WRIGHT'S REPORT.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Secretary 
Taft this afternoon made public a mail 
report just received from Gov. Wright 
in regard to the condition of affairs in 
Samar and other islands of the Phi- 
ippine group. It is in part as follows: 

“The great bulk of the civilized Fil- 
ipinos live on or not remote from the 
coast line, but there are scattered 
communities living in the mountains, 
who are little removed from savagery, 
It frequently happens that some en- 
terprieing man among them will ob- 
tain a considerable following and will 
perpetrate all sorts of outrages upon 
peaceful and inoffensive inhabitants. 

“This cannot be changed at once. It 
therefore may be inferred that for sev- 
eral years to corhe there will be erup- 
tions from this source, and that they 
will make raids upon the civilized Fi- 
pinos living in the lowlands as here- 
tofore. 

“The commission, so far as its 
fnances permit, is engaged in building 
roads to open up these remote sections 


«* the interior and to make them acces- 


sible. 


“A striking instance of the tendencies 


of these mountaineers is furnished by 
recent occurrences in the Island of 
Samar. Two months ago several hun- 
dred of these hillmen, under the lead- 
ership of one of their number, who 
styles himself Papa (pope) Bulan, who, 
as is usually the case, claims to be 
Givinely inspired, suddenly descended 
upon the native towns along the coast 
Ine, plundered and burned the outly- 
ing barrios and began killing men, wom- 
en and children indiscriminately. The 
constabulary promptly took the field 
“gainst them and they were soon brok- 
en up into small bands and are now 
teing pursued and killed or captured. 

“Captured members of the band state 
that the immediate cause of the out- 
break was that certain of their coun-

Private reports received here say that 
the French military force of occupation 
in Central Africa has suffered a serious 
reverse, accompanied by heavy losses, 
near Timbuctoo. There is no official 
confirmation of the report. 

The Foreign Office considers the sit- 
uation in Morocco extremely grave. The 
Sultan's dismissal of his French and 
other military advisers has been fol- 
lowed by a number of other acts show- 
ing his intention to interrupt the ex- 
ecution of the French policy. Accord- 
ingly. the French Minister at Tangier 
has been instructed to secure the im- 
mediate withdrawal from the Moroc- 
can capital of the French Consul, the 
commander and all members of the 
military mission and all French citi- 
gens unless the Sultan vacates his pre- 
vious offensive action and offers a 
suitable explanation.

THE COST OF CHRISTMAS. 
OVER A HUNDRED MILLIONS. 
tur DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


NEW YORK, Dec. 
Dispatch.] Statistics show that, ap- 
proximately the American people will 
spend over one hundred millions of 
dollars on Christmas dinners, toys and 
novelties alone. There are twenty- 
four million families in the United 
States. Allowing that one-half of 
these have turkey, the number would 
be twelve millions, not an extravagant 
estimate. Fourteen pounds per turkey 
will be a good enough average, and 
that makes 168,000,000 pounds, or two 
pounds for every man, woman and 
child in the United States. At 25 cents 
a pound, say—and a good turkey will 
bring that—the cost of turkey will 
foot up $42,000,000. 

Turkey is the biggest item 
Christmas bill, for the reason that 
Americans, who do not care much for 
turkey, eat it as a duty at Christmas 
time. Of course, a good many eat 
chickens, and a large number can af- 
ford the game. A statistician puts the 
outlay in this way down at $2,000,000, 
and says the figures are low. 

“Cranberries you want to figure on, 
too, said the statistician, and you're 
safe in figuring on a quart for each 
family. Some will take a good many 
quarts, and some none. Figure them 
at 9 cents a quart, and 1 think you 
will find that $1,080,000 is the cran- 
berry outlay. Then there's mince 
pie. But everyone doesnt have 
mince pie, but it is safe to say that 
15,000,000 will be baked. They are not 
so popular in the city, but in the 
country districts, shelves upon shelves 
of them are made. That's where 15, 
000,000 come in. If you bought these 
pies in the city you would have to 
pay 20 cents apiece for them, maybe 
more. Made in the farmhouse, with 
home-made cider and cheap labor, put 
them down at say 8 cents a pie, and 
you get $1,200,000 for mince pies. 

“I figure on 10,000,000 trees at 75 
cents, and the bill for Christmas trees 
runs up to $7,600,000. Evergreens, 
holly, ivy, mistletoe and all that sort 
of stuff foot up a million more.’ 

The head of a large toy house pon- 
dered when he was asked what the 
Christmas toy trade would amount to, 
as a whole. 

“Well, you might put At down at $1 

a family on an average,” he said, but 
— when the figure is put at 50 cents, 
a total of $12,000,000 Is obtained.”

Doubtful if District Attorney 
Moves for New Trial. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 


NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—Following 4 
day of intense nervous strain Nan Pat- 
terson tonight is in the Tombs, ill and 
perhaps on the verge of a breakdown, 
but with constant attendance. The 
former show girl, expecting acquittal at 
the hands of the jury, which has lis- 
tened to the evidence in her trial for 
the murder of Caesar“ Young, last 
June, went into the court room at noon 
to learn that the twelve men chosen 
to decide as to her innocence or guilt 
had been unable to reach an agree- 
ment; in fact, had divided evenly over 
the question as to whether or not she 
held the revolver which ended Young's 
life. 

The jury stood 6 to 6—half for ac- 
quittal, the other half for conviction. 
Although no official announcement was 
made further than this, courthouse talk 
had it that of the six deciding against 
Miss Patterson none was for conviction 
of murder in the first degree; that one 
held out for murder in the second de- 
gree, two for manslaughter in the first 
degree and three for manslaughter in 
the second degree. 

Immediately the announcement of 
the verdict was made, Miss Patterson 
broke into a fit of weeping which con- 
tinued even after she was led from 
the courtroom to a retiring chamber, 
where physicians were called and re- 
storatives administered. Then she was 
taken th the Tombs, but she again 
wept and moaned and became -hys- 
terical and the efforts of her father, the 
prison matron and attendants to quiet 
her were futile. The demonstration in 
the courtroom after the announcement 
of the disagreement was somewhat re- 
markabie, many pressing forward to 
express sympathy for the young wom- 
an 


Abraham L.vy, chief counsel for Miss 
Patterson, called on his client in the 
Tombs late this afternoon and re- 
mained with her an hour. He was ill 


when he learned of the action of the 
jury he went to the jall to cheer his 
client. 

WILL TRY TO GET BAIL. 

“The girl is in a very bad mental 
condition,” he said, after he left her. 
“She is almost constantly hysterical, 
but I don't think she will collapse. I 
hope I left her in a somewhat better 
frame of mind. I, of course, cannot tell 
what we will do for her yet. The 
counsel for the defense will have a 
consultation and will then do the best 
we can for her. If the trial is not right 
away, I am going to make a desperate 
effort to ret bail for her. I will plead 
with Mr. Jerome to reduce the bail to 
$15,000 and I will be able, I think, to 
arrange for that amount and let her 
have her while again Waiting 
the long nerve- wracking ordeal she 
will have to face.“ 

Interest tonight centered in District 
Attorney Jerome’s future action. He 
has not said what he will do but it was 
intimated that the way the jury stood 
may influence him as to a new trial. 
The jury took but one ballot, according 
to the foreman, and devoted the re- 
mainde- of the time to discussion. 
From first to last, the. division was 
even. For twenty-four hours, they dis- 
cussed the evidence and one juror is 
quoted tonight as saying that one of 
those who stood for acquittal with a 
revolver attempted to demonstrate that 
suicide was possible. 

CROWD PURSUES JURYMAN. 

The interest in the case was so in- 
tense that the crowd which was out- 
side the courtroom all the morning 
pursued Foreman Harmer of the jury 
when he left the court after the fina!

acquittal and we are disappointed at 
the outcome. We are more convinced 
than ever that a verdict of guilty never 
will be reached in the case. Whether or 
not there is to be a third trial is a mat. 
ter largely resting in the officia] judg- 
ment of the District Attorney, whose 
conclusion on that subject necessarily 
will be affected by his legal judgment 
as to the probability ef conviction, and 
his more purely official judgment 
whether or not the county should be 
subjected to the enormous expense 
— another trial of such a case en- 
talls.“ 

After expressing his appreciation of 
the work of Judge Davis and reviewing 
the fact that there was no coroner's in- 
quest and that the defense did not 
have the minutes of the grand jury 
which indicted Miss Patterson, Levy 
continued: 

WITHOUT MEANS. 

“The defendant is wholly without 
means. When counsel assumed the 
defense of her case it was with the un- 
derstanding and in the expectation 
that the defendant would be sufficiently 
equipped with means if not to properly 
compensate them, at least to meet the 
disbursements and actual expenses 
which were bound to arise. This she 
has never been able to do; so that dur- 
ing the progress of the trial we did not 
even have the stenographer's minutes 
of the testimony, but were obliged to 
depend upon our own notes as to proofs 
given through a trial spreading over 
three weeks. 

“Probably the most important wit- 
ness for the defense should have been 
diss Blake, the telephone Operator at 
the St. Paul Hotel, who received the 
various messages which the deceasea 
Sent on that morning. But we were 
entirely without means to secure her 
attendance at the trial and discovered 
her whereabouts in St. Louls only while 
the trial was in progress. There were 
many other embarrassments from 
which the defendant suffered with re- 
gard to the non- appearance of wit- 
nesses, which are well known to the 
public. 

“We feel confident now that, in view 
of the wide publicity given the case, 
other witnesses wil] come forward, if 
necessary, to corroborate the defend- 
ant’s story in all its substantial de- 
tails. We question, however, whether 
the District Attorney will move for a 
third trial of this case.“

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—That the 
further interchange of views prepara- 
tory to the formulating of a pro- 
@ramme for another peace conference 
at The Hague will be effected through 
the international bureau under the 
control of the permanent administra- 


gestion offered by Secretary Hay in a 
circular note to the powers made pub- 
Me at the Btate Department today. The 
note was dispatched a week ago, but 
its publication was withheld unti! it 
had reached the various American em- 
bassies and legations abroad. 

The Secretary summarizes the re- 
plies of all the powers to his note of 
October 21, and expresses the gratifica- 
tion of the President kt the cordial re- 
ception of his invitation. Having taken 
this initial step. however, the Secre- 
tary says the President feels that he 
has gone as far as he appropriately 
can, and that with the general accepi- 
ance of his invitation in principle. “the 
future conduct of the affair may fitiy 
follow its. normal channels.“ 

Regarding the conditional acceptance 
Of Russia, Secretary Hay says that 
while the postponement which this re- 
ply necessitates is to be regretted, this

there are many evidences that the 
Southern people, especially business 
men, are disposed to break away from 
old political lines and traditions. 

Representative 8. W. Smith of 
Michigan is among the Republican 
members of Congress who have re- 
ceived letters of this character. 
Friends of his who moved to Missis- 
sippi and Alabama have made inquir- 
les as to the President's intentions. 
Most of these people have remained 
Republicans on national questions, 
but have followed the usual method 
of Northern men in the South, and 
are affiliated with Democrats on State 
and local matters. 

The writers of the letters seem to 
think that under different manage- 
ment, the growth of the Republican 
party in the South might be greater. 
The President, in talking with Rep- 
resentative Smith today, did not go 
into his intentions as to the Southern 
States generally, but did say that for 
the present he has no thought of 
changing the men to whom he looks 
for advice in the two States named. 
In Mississippi, the President's chief 
adviser has been Edgar 8. Wilson, 
United States Marshal for the South- 
ern district. The President has confi- 
dence in Mr. Wilson. 

In Alabama, there are three referees, 
selected by the President a few years 
ago, and these men pass upon appli- 
cations for positions. Thy are ex-Rep- 
resentative Aldrich, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenife Thompson and Mr. Scoit, 
a prominent business man. These 
men have hed charge of the dispen- 
sation of Alabama patronage for the 
immediate time, and have done their 
— to the satisfaction of the Presi- 

ent. 

It is certain that there will be re- 
vision of the dominating influence in 
some Southern States in the course of 
the next few months, but shis will not 
be done until the President has had 
time to discuss the situation in each 
State with Chairman Cortelyou of the 
Republican Natlonal Committee. 
There also is no doubt that the Presi- 
dent and Chairman Cortelyou thor- 
oughly agree that only men of the 
highest class shall be named for of- 
fice in the Southern States. If such 
men cannot be found in the Republi- 
can ranks, there wil! be no hesitation 
about picking from independent or 
gold Democrats.

allege that any stuffing of the box had 


been done, and the only theory I have 
for the presence of those 1 ballots in 
the box is that they were put there 
by some persons not connected with 
the Democratic organization.’ 

Attorney Hornbein asked the court to 
order an investigation of the men who 
have been acting as guardians of the. 
hallot boxes at the Courthouse and at 
the Statehouse which were opened for 
investigation. They intimated that he 
watchers had been bribed and had per- 
mitted the extraction of good ballots 
and the insertion of fraudulent ballots. 
No action was taken by the court on 
the attorney's charge. The court took 
the case under advisement until to- 
morrow.

Synopsis of Finding of Commission 
of Engineers Relative to the Sacra- 
mento and the San Joaquin Issued 


at Capital. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


lowing is fasued by Commissioner 

of Public. Works Frank D. Ryan 
as a synopsis of the report, now in the 
hands of the Governor, of the commis- 
sion of engineers recently appointed to 
investigate conditions and report a 
plan for the improvement of the San 
Joaquin and Sacramento Rivers and 
their tributaries. The report is dated 
Sioux City, Iowa, December 15, and was 
received at Sacramento December 22, 
1904. 
The general plan recommended by 
the commission of engineers consists in 
ultimately concentrating.the flow of 
the Sacramento River into one main 
channel controlled by large levees 
at a distance of from 1000 t6 1600 feet 
apart and extending from Chico Land- 
ing down to Collinayille, with tempor- 
ary by-passes on the east and west to 
be used as overfiow canals until such 
time as the main channel shall be en- 
abled to carry all flood waters. These 
canals to be used thereafter as drain- 
age canals for the various basins. 

For the general consideration of the 
matter the engineers have divided the 
river into the following divisions: 

From the mouth at Collinsville to 
the foot of Grand Island. 

From the foot of Grand Island to the 
head of Grand Island.

TO CLOSE CHANNELS. 

It is proposed to close various chan- 
nele when the main channel has been 
enlarged sufficiently to carry all the 
water. The channels thus affected are 
Sutter Slough, Merritt Slough, Georg- 
jana Slough, Three Mile Slough and 
Butte Slough. 

The report states that the Cache, 
Willow and Putah Creeks are not as 
serious problems as former plans 
would seem to indicate. 

The commission has not considered 
in detail the needs of the San Joaquin 
believing that the work proposed for 
the Sacramento river ui accompl'ah 
all that is needed to remove the dif- 
ficuities threatening the San Joaquin 
and as the closing is ulti: ately pro- 
posed of Georgiana and Three Mile 
Siough and the Introduction of any 
water by cut-offs from the Sacramento 
to the San Joaquin Is rejected, any im- 
pairment of the San Joaquin Is put 
beyond any question. 

The report goes on to state that 
“white much d@daenage has ben dune 
the rivers as the result of hydraulic 
mining. yet it should be recognized 
that these river channels were not 
capable of carrying all of the water 
of melt great floods during the period 
antedated the era of hy:'raulic 
mining, so that the latter is no: whotly 
for the evils of overflow, 
though the difficulty of dealing with 
the problem has been much emphast 
zed br this agency.” 

NO INDEPENDENT UNITS. 

The report further states that “all 
parts of the Sacramento flood plane 
are so connected with one another that 
they cannot be considered as indepen- 
dent units In any scheme of reclama- 


‘tion. but must rather be treated as a 


whole. Each portion of the territory 
should therefore be included ein the 
general scheme and all reclamation 
work within its limite should be in con- 
formity with the broad plan embracing 
the entire valley. The entire funds for 
the work should be guaranteed from 
the start. In the plan of operations 
embraced in the report there is no rea- 
son for giving precedence in time to 
any part of the work recommended 
over the other parts, but the work may 
and should be prosecuted in all parts 
of the Geld simultaneously.” 
ESTIMATED COST. 

The cost estimated in the report is as 
follows: 

“Levee construction $6,833,650; chan- 
rel development, $7,269,730; West Side 
canal, $3,155,130; drainage of sins, 
$671,040; easement weirs, $736,400; inter- 


cepting canals, $234,400; bridges, 8500, 
000: land damages (right of way.) $1,- 
250,000; telephone line, $29,452. Total, 
$20,674,802. 

“Add for administration and contin- 
gencies 15 per cent., $3,101,220; grand 
total, $23,766,022.

LEGISLATION. 
SOME KNOTTY PROBLEMS. 


The department of legislation pre- 
sided over by S. T. Black. president of 
the San Diego State Normal School, 
wrestied yesterday morning with vari- 
ous changes needed in what is gener- 
ally considered the best school law in 
the Union. 

Superintendent Mark Keppel pre- 
sented a .carefully-prepared paper on 
“School Revenues and Their Distribu- 
tion,“ a feature of the law in which 
all are interested and few understand. 
Ble called attention to the fact that 
more school revenue is being demanded 
in all parts of the State. The rapid 
and heavy increase in the cost of liv- 
ing, without a corresponding increase 
in salary, has caused many of the 
ablest men and women in the profes- 
sion to seek other employment. Call- 
fornia’s pride has been that she can 
secure the best of teachers for even her 
poorest schools. More money must be 
raised if this condition is maintained. 
Mr. Keppel paid a high tribute to the 
present system of raising and distrib- 
uting school money, saying it is the 
best in the world. While keeping all 
that is good, he would strike out the 
provision by which 700 districts in the 
state receive only $400 census money. 
He would make all these $500 districts.

It looks like Bard—more and more so. 
That is the word passed up and 
cown the line from San Francisco, now 


as to the contest for the United States 
Senatorship in the Legislature. Frank 
F. Fiint, good fellow, able attorney, 
may say what he pleases, but down 
in his heart he knows that the Sena- 
torship is not for him this time. He 
may claim everything in sight: he 
may be quoted by irresponsible jour- 
rals as saying things which to those 
who know the situation appear foolish, 
but the fact remains that at present 
Vard looms up as the leader. 

It has been remarked by politicians 
end others interested in the Benato- 
rial fight who have traveled the length 
and breadth of the State, that the s#o- 
called “organization” which has its 
readquarters in San Francisco, has la- 
rued no orders to its men with refer- 
ence to this fight. In former years it 
was known months in advance whom 
the gung favored and there was_usu- 
ally an announcement of what Would 
be done and sometimes of how it would 
be done. This year, however, there 
has been no prediction bearing the of- 
ficial stamp: no declaration in favor 
of any one canaidate. 

All of thie is favorable to Bard. If 
thore opposed to Bard were certain 
of the election of some other candi- 
date, bey would be crowing in unmis- 
takable fashion and the State would 
be ringin with their claims. The 
truth is int never has had and has 
rot now the assured support of the 
“organization.” It is no longer possi- 
bie for those composing that more or 
less. mysterious organization to say 
just whom they want for so important 
an e. There are other consjdera- 
tions which now cannot be disregarded, 
influences which had not been consid- 
ned when Frank PF.

MAY FORTY YEARS. 


NWITTINGLY the Federal grand 

jury may have doomed young 

Charles Mathiason, counterfeiter 
and forger to forty years in prison. 

Judge Wellborn has taken the case 
under advisement to see if there is 
not some way open to save Mathiason 
from this awful doom. 

The bilackigss of his fate is due to 
the fact that his choice of a law to 
break was most unfortunate. 

Mathlason is the young Philippine 
soldier who was shot at Ocean Park 
while trying to escape from officers 
who sought tc arrest him for raising 
$1 billie to $20 by pasting on stickers. 

After his arrest, it was found that 
he Had also been altering the amounts 
of postoffice orders. He would get vut 
an order for some trifling amount, such 
as 33 cents, payable to some one in 
another city. He would immediately 
take the train for this outside city, 
arriving there after postoffice hours. 
After altering the amount of the order, 


he would get someone to cash the 3» 
cent order, for, say, $20. 

He worked this game in Oxnard.

MRS. SMEE SAYS HE'S WAITING 
TO MUSS UP THE HOUSE.

Musband Worked Too Hard for the 
Happiness of the Household, and 
He Doesn't Want His Divorced 
Wife to Have Any of His Earn- 


ings : 


For a time George B. Smee thought 
he would prefer suicide to suffering 


himself to be divorced; ©ut he hs 
changed his mind. ; 
His wife. Mrs. Anna N. Smee. con- 


tinues to believe that her husband is 
bent upon comm®ing sucide and mak- 
ing a nasty mess about the house 
where she ie living with the children. 
; He had her brought into court yester- 
Gay to explain why she would not 
perenit the father to visit his litile ones 
in accordance with an order of the 


court. 
Mrs. Smee told Judge Alien that she 
was afraid to have her husband 


around; that after one of his visits she 
discovered strychnie on the pantry 
floor and found some of it in the coffee, 
and, furthermore, he had stated that 
he was going to take strycinia, or 
gash himself with a razor in the 
midst of his family, and she didn't 
Want any such on. 

The affairs of the Smee family have 
become considerably mixed. Smee is 
altogether too hard working for the 
peace of his family. Night and day 
he has worked to get together a home, 
but the result has been that he de- 
veloped such a surly temper that 
a funeral pall descended over the 
home near Covina. 

When the wife sued her husband for 
divorce the Papers were served upon 
him as he sat with his wife and four 
children. It was somewhat of a shock 
and he immediately went into the bed- 
rocen and covered his face with a towel 
saturated in chloroform, then jumped 
into bed and pulled the clothes over 
his head. When his wife peeked into 
the room to see what was the matter 
she discovered him In an unconscious 
condition and gave the alarm. The 
neighSors came in and all hands 
ulled Smee around so effeciively that 
e made up his mind that if he ever 
attempted suicide again it would not 
be with chloroform. 

After the lapse of a little time Smee 
and his wife came to terms with ard 
to property interests and a deed of 
separation was signed and a division 
of the property agreed to. But as time 
went on the husband recurred to the 
first opinion that he had been badly 
used, and with that idea in his mind 
he began suit ln Judge York's court to 
rescind that contract of s>paration and 
property division. Meantime the di- 
vorce is Oending before Judge Alien, 
and every week or two one party or 
the other is tugged into court to sho 
cause why he or she shali not be 
unletied for contemnt in doing or leav- 
ng undone something regarding the 
children. 

“Yes, I did threaten once to commit 
suicide,” sald Smee in answer to the 
inquiry of the court, “and that was 
when this divorce suit was rst 
brought. The court wanted to know 
if he was not aware that a man is 
crazy when he determines upon 
suicide. Sinee didn’t know Iii, but he 
denied that there had been any pre- 
disposition on the part of his progen- 
{tors toward suicide. 

“The fact was, he said, that 1 
didn’t want to leave my family. I 
love my four children, but my wife 
kept after me and my nerves ali got 
jangliing.” 

“Don't you think it would have been 
a good idea for you to have gone to 
gomie piace and been treated for nerv- 
ous affection?” asked Judge Allen. 

“I begged my wife to dice this di- 
vorcee at that time and let me go and 
do that very thing. but she wouldn't 
have it. JI was Sroken down with 
work, and she kept nagging.” 

Menee went on to tell the court about 
hie working tight and day and these 
facta are practially conceded by his 
wife, At first Smee had nothing, but in 
time contrived to buy a ten acré orange 
orchard on time. Besides attending to 
his own place tn the night, Ge worked 
on other orchards during the day. and 
during the winter ran a grader while 
looking after the irrigation of his 
grove at night. H's average of sleep 
Was very small, but be won. Recently 
he became the full owner of the ten 
acre orchard and another ten acre 
tract of land. He stated yesterday 
that he felt himself running down, but 
tha: de no sooner had paid out on his 
place than his wife told him that she 
was going to get ber divorce; that she 
hed Seen waiting uni he had things 
straightened out and the time had 
arrived. 

Smee denied absoluteiy any know!- 
edge of the strychnia his wife had 
spoken about, and Judge Allen made 
an order that each Sunday Mrs. Smee 
shall take the two youngest children 


down to the place where their father 
lives and allow him to enjoy their so- 
clety all of that day in each week, 


PRECIOUS CHILD. 

HAS NO USE FOR FATHER. 
Alleen McCracken, a little tot of 6 
years, has a mind of her own. Her 
parents had so.ne differences, and on 
September 24, Mrs. McCracken took her 
little girl and left her husband. Im- 
mediately after she filed a sult in di- 
vorce that will be a cause celebre when 
it comes to trial. 

During the pendency of the action 
the court allowed the father to enjoy 
the society of his child, but ihe vhild 
wants to be heard on the matter. Me-
